Program 

Introduced 

Hammond,  Indiana  — Purdue 
University  Calumet  Campus  is  taking 
steps  toward  possible  establishment  of 
a  Women's  Studies  Program. 

Chancellor  Richard  J.  Combs  an¬ 
nounced  the  appointment  of  a  study 
committee  to  investigate  the  feasibility 
and  possible  composition  of  such  a 
program  at  the  Purdue  Campus  in 
Hammond. 

Interest  in  a  Women's  Studies  Pro¬ 
gram  was  sparked  last  semester  when 
a  group  of  Purdue  Calumet  faculty  and 
staff  members  met  with  a  delegation  of 
community  women. 

A  series  of  meetings  followed,  and  it 
was  decided  that  further  study  should 
be  given  a  program  encompassing 
academic  activities,  non-academic 
courses  and  a  community  outreach 
project  to  include  an  informational 
center. 

Combs  cited  four  major  objectives 
for  the  committee  to  probe  before  sub¬ 
mitting  its  recommendations  by  Oc¬ 
tober  15.  They  are: 

1.  Assess  the  student,  faculty  and 
community  interest  in  and  need  for  a 
Women's  Studies  Program  at  Purdue 
Calumet. 

2.  Determine  what  kind  of  program- 
academic  or  non-academic— would 
best  suit  our  needs. 

3.  Recommend  an  organizational 
structure  which  could  coordinate  and 
conduct  a  Women's  Studies  Program. 

4.  Recommend  the  administrative 
procedure  best  suited  for  establishing 
the  program. 

Combs  appointed  14  women  faculty 
and  staff  members  to  the  study  commit¬ 
tee,  with  Dr.  Shirley  F.  Staton,  assistant 
professor  of  English,  serving  as 
chairperson.  He  will  also  name  two  stu¬ 
dents  from  a  group  of  six  nominated  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  Students. 

In  addition,  Ms.  Gloria  Grey  was 
named  to  the  committee  as  represen¬ 
tative  of  Women  Alive,  Inc.,  of  Women 
Alive,  Inc.,  of  Hammond  The  organiza¬ 
tion  is  non-profit  group  at  the  Ham¬ 
mond  YWCA,  seeking  to  provide 
career,  educational  and  growth  ex¬ 
ploration  for  women.

Continuing  Education  in  sponsoring 
two  workshops  for  women  who  wanted 
to  return  to  work  or  were  seekirtg 
employment  for  the  first  time. 

The  Calumet  Campus  already  is  in¬ 
volved  in  a  number  of  other  forthcom¬ 
ing  projects  of  particular  interest  to 
women. 

The  Indiana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  has  awarded  a  $1,293 
grant  to  the  Calumet  Campus  to  con¬ 
duct  a  non-credit  course  this  fall,  aimed 
at  increasing  awareness  of  women's 
changing  role. 

The  course  will  consist  of  a  series  of 
10  sessions  from  Sept.  15  to  Nov.  17 
introducing  women's  studies  to  the 
community.  The  lectures  will  center  on 
theprogramtheme,  "WholsWoman?" 

Also  scheduled  for  the  fall  semester 
are  a  number  of  continuing  education 
offerings  emphasizing  a  feminist 
perspective.  They  include  such  topics 
as  the  employment  re-entry  workshop, 
non-traditional  areas  for  women  in  pro¬ 
fessions  and  occupations,  back-to- 
school  adjustments  for  women,  and 
solving  problems  faced  by  the  single 
woman.

Hammond,  Indiana — An  English  pro¬ 
fessor  at  Purdue  University  Calumet 
Campus  was  honored  with  the  Amoco 
Foundation  Outstanding  Teacher 
Award  for  the  1974-75  academic  year. 

The  $  1 ,000  award  was  presented  at 
faculty  convocation  ceremonies  to  Dr. 
Robert  E.  Nichols,  professor  of 
English.  Nichols,  who  was  nominated 
by  students  for  the  honor,  is  the  first 
faculty  member  to  receive  the  special 
award  twice.  He  previously  was  given  a 
similar  award  in  1 970. 

The  Amoco  Foundation,  formerly 
Standard  Oil  of  Indiana  Foundation, 
has  made  the  awards  possible  during 
the  past  decade  with  grants  to  the 
Purdue  Campus  in  Hammond  to  honor 
full-time  teachers  who  have  shown 
superior  teaching  to  undergraduates. 

Chancellor  Richard  J.  Combs  pre¬ 
sented  the  award  at  the  first  faculty 
meeting  of  the  current  academic  year. 
He  also  announced  that  three  other 
faculty  members  were  singled  out  for 
honorable  mention  because  they  also 
rated  high  in  the  student  evaluations  of 
teaching  ability. 

The  letters  of  commendation  went  to 
Mrs.  Arlene  J  Russell,  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  of  French;  Mrs.  Barbara  M. 
Meeker,  assistant  professor  of 
architectural  technology;  and  Dr.  Ken¬ 
neth  E.  Griswold,  associate  professor 
of  education.  All  three  have  received 
similar  recognition  in  past  year 

Mrs.  Russell  won  a  $1,000  award  in 
1972  after  receiving  honorable  men¬ 
tion  the  previous  year.  Prior  honorable 
mention  honors  were  presented  to 
Mrs.  Meeker  in  1971  and  to  Griswold  in 
1972. 

Nominees  for  the  award  were 
chosen  on  the  basis  of  student  evalua¬ 
tion  of  their  teaching  ability.  Several 
thousand  students  rated  their  instruc¬ 
tors  during  the  fall  and  spring 
semesters  of  the  past  academic  year. 

The  final  selections  were  made  by  a  _ 
committee  of  faculty  members  and  un¬ 
dergraduate  students.  The  panel's 
faculty  members  were  award  winners 
from  past  years  who  were  not  eligible 
for  renomination  at  this  time.

At  this  very  moment  I'm 
listening  to  one  of  the  best  albums  I  ve 
heard  in  a  long  time  Aerosmith  has 
come  of  age  with  Toys  in  the  Attic  and 
tney  re  even  being  compared  to  the 
Stones  for  their  stage  appeal.  Many 
feel  that  Aerosmith  could  become 
America  s  first  great  rock  band  and  I  d 
tend  to  agree. 

Another  first  rate  rock  n  roll  band 
from  Texas  also  started  the  summer  off 
with  a  sizzling  album  called  Fandango ! 
That  band  is,  of  course.  Z  Z  Top  whose 
single  "Tush  is  already  heading  to  the 
top  of  the  charts.  The  live  side  is  good 
and  the  studio  side  even  better  from 
the  rocky  strains  of  Heard  it  on  the  X 
to  the  bluesy  "Mexican  Blackbird. 

From  across  the  ocean.  Slade  s  latest 
is  actually  a  soundtrack  from  their  mov¬ 
ie  Flame.  Undoubtedly,  it's  their  best  to 
date  as  they  concentrate  more  on  their 
music  and  less  on  the  noise. 

You  don't  want  to  overlook  a  fantastic 
guitarist  named  Michael  Schenker  who 
does  his  stuff  for  UFO  on  their  third 
album.

Love  and  Death 

Starring  Woody  Allen  and  Diane 
Keaton 

Written  and  Directed  by  Woody  Allen. 

Charlie  Chaplin,  W.C.  Fields  and  the 
Marx  Brothers  are  the  three  major 
names  of  motion  picture  comic  genius 
right?  Now  that  we  have  settled  that  is¬ 
sue,  I  propose  that  you  add  the  names 
of  Mel  Brooks  and  Woody  Allen  to  that 
list  if  you  have  not  already  done  so. 
The  reasons  for  this  bold  proposal  may 
be  at  one  of  your  near-by  theaters, 
meaning  of  course  their  most  recent 
films.  Last  year  Brooks  gave  us  Blazing 
Saddles  and  Allen  gave  us  Sleeper. 
Previously  Brooks  had  given  us  The 
Producers  while  Allen  had  given  us 
Take  the  Money  and  Run,  Bananas, 
Everything  You  Wanted  to  Know  About 
Sex,  (but  were  afraid  to  ask),  and  Play  It 
Again  Sam.  This  year  Brooks  treated 
us  to  Young  Frankenstein,  a  true  com- 
edic  masterpiece  which  must  be 
viewed  to  be  appreciated. 

I  really  got  off  on  YF.  but  it  made  me 
anxious  and  impatient  for  Woody  s  most 
recent  film,  which  at  the  time  was  pend¬ 
ing  release.  I  wanted  to  see  if  he  was  go¬ 
ing  to  keep  up  with  Brooks,  and  I  was  not 
disappointed.  Love  and  Death  is  the  title 
of  Woody  s  latest  and  possibly  tightest 
creation.  It  is  an  excel  lent  excursion  into 
the  realm  of  comedy.  Allen's  wit  is  fan¬ 
tastic.  He  fires  off  one-liners  and  wit¬ 
ticisms  punctuated  by  sarcasm  with  the 
same  rapidity  that  characterized 
Groucho  Marx.  Like  Groucho,  Woody  is 
always  ready  with  the  quick  comeback, 
but  III  pass-up  the  urge  to  use  one  of  this 
flick's  many  in  hopes  of  enticing  you  to 
see  the  movie  and  experience  it  for 
yourself. 

Land  D  opens  with  Woody  revealing 
that  he  s  about  to  be  executed,  but  he 
cuts  so  quickly  back  to  his  past  that  he 


leads  us  to  almost  forget  his  pending 
execution  as  the  movie  progresses.  He 
unfolds  his  story  going  back  to  ms 
childhood,  and  leading  us  up  to  and 
through  the  events  which  put  him  in  ms 
hazardous  predicament 

Allen  adds  to  the  story  by  empnasiz- 
ing  what  seems  to  be  the  two  major 
themes  in  every  persons  life,  the 
themes  of  love  and  deatn.  Allen  gets 
away  with  philosophizing  without 
detracting  from  his  comedy  in  all  of  his 
movies,  and  he  sees  no  need  to  oreaka 
streak  in  L&D.  He  doesnt  beat  us  over 
the  head  with  his  tnemes,  instead  ne 
slips  them  to  us  in  a  glass  of  numor, 
washing  them  down  with  laugnter. 
Before  we  are  aware  of  it  he's  got  us 
thinking  without  stealing  from  our  en¬ 
joyment  of  the  film. 

Woody's  acting  is  always  the  primary 
aspect  of  his  films,  but  ne  s  used  Diane 
Keaton  as  a  superb  complement  in  Play 
It  Again  Sam  and  Sleeper,  and  con¬ 
tinues  this  trend  in  L  and  D.  Ms. 
Keaton  is  an  excellent  counterpart  for 
Woody  She  adds  to  tne  film  oy  ncft’ofify 
being  aole  to  hold  up  her  scenes  w/itr. 
Allen,  out  she  is  now  setting  tne  pace 
of  the  comedy  in  her  scenes  witnout 
Woody  Allen  makes  use  of  her  grow¬ 
ing  ability  more  than  ever,  and  it  works 
very  well. 

Love  and  Death  is  a  must  for  an 
Woody  Allen  freaks,  all  three  of  us.  out 
is  enjoyable  viewing  for  any  comic  con¬ 
noisseur.  I  feel  obliged  to  make  a  few 
qualifications  to  my  position  on  this 
film,  two  to  be  exact.  First,  if  you  prefer 
slapstick  to  wit  and  sarcasm,  you  are 
apt  to  be  let  down  by  this  film.  Second¬ 
ly,  if  you  are  not  one  who  likes  to  listen 
closely  to  catch  ail  of  the  fast  moving 
dialogue,  this  movie  may  not  oe  your 
best  bet.  All  I  can  do  is  make  tne  re- 
commendationtoseeornottosee.thatis 
the  question.

National  Teacher 
Exams  Scheduled 


PRINCETON,  NEW  JERSEY.  Sep¬ 
tember  8  Students  completing  teacher 
preparation  programs  may  take  the  Na¬ 
tional  Teacher  Examinations  on  any  of 
the  three  different  test  dates  an¬ 
nounced  today  by  Educational  Testing 
Service,  a  nonprofit,  educational  or¬ 
ganization  which  prepares  and  ad¬ 
ministers  this  testing  program. 

New  dates  for  the  testing  of  prospec¬ 
tive  teachers:  November  8.  1975, 
February  21,  1976,  and  July  17,  1976 
The  tests  will  be  given  at  nearly  400 
locations  throughout  the  United  States, 
ETS  said. 

Results  of  the  National  Teacher  Ex¬ 
aminations  are  used  by  many  large 
school  districts  as  one  of  several  fac¬ 
tors  in  the  selection  of  new  teachers 
and  by  several  states  for  certification  or 
licensing  of  teachers.  Some  colleges 
also  require  all  seniors  preparing  to 
teach  to  take  the  examinations. 


On  each  full  day  of  testing,  prospec¬ 
tive  teachers  may  take  the  Common 
Examinations  which  measure  their  pro¬ 
fessional  preparation  and  general 
educational  background  and  an  Area 
Examination  which  measures  their 
mastery  of  the  subject  they  expect  to 
teach 

Prospective  candidates  should  con¬ 
tact  the  school  systems  in  which  they 
seek  employment,  or  their  colleges,  for 
specific  advice  on  which  examinations 
to  take  and  on  which  dates  they  should 
be  taken. 

The  Bulletin  of  Information  for 
Candidates  contains  a  list  of  test  cen¬ 
ters,  and  general  information  about  the 
examinations,  as  well  as  a  Registration 
Form.  Copies  may  be  obtained  from 
college  placement  officers,  school 
personnel  departments,  or  directly 
from  National  Teacher  Examinations,
